COMBUSTION OF SMOKE. 
TO THE EOTTOR OF THE MINING JOURNAL. 

Sin,—Mr. Williams, of Liverpool, ridicules, and entirely repudiates, 
the combustion of smoke. Unquestionably, smoke may be entirely pre- 
vented, by perfect combustion in the first instance ; bat smoke, ater being 

from imperfect combustion, may as certaialy be consumed 
Smoke is carbonaceous matter, and this beiag susceptible of ignition and 
combustion, may, it necessarily follows, be eotirely consumed by its transit 
coke, &c.—a process successfully carried into effect. One 
would really think that Mr. Williams bad cither never seen or heard of a 
chimney being cn fire! A simple illustration may be referred to. The 
fame of alcohol yichls no smoke, the carbon being entirely consumed ; 
camphor being inflamed yicids amoke, because the cobustion is lasper- 
fect, but if the inflamed camphor be now introduced into the centre of the 
other flame, no smoke will be evolved ; the sleoholic flame will, however, 
have en increased illuminating power, from the added carbon. In 1818, 
I introduced into the cone of alcobolic flame a tube containing water ; the 
water boiled, and the flame was thereby clongated, eno inereased in in. 
tensity. I then announced that the time would come when water woull 
be used as fuel. I subsequently, at Bewdley, had the principle applied 
to @ boiler, and Mr. Ivison, I believe, has obtained « patent for the plan. 
De. Fyfe, of Edinburgh, has shown that water is decomposed if steam be 
through ch j—& fortiori, we may well believe, that its decom.

It has been laid down 
as « fixed principle, that water may always be found by boring for it, but 
this, as has been practically proved, is erroneous ; for, although diffusely 
distributed within the superficial crust of the earth, and even beneath the 
oven bed, yet, at the same time, they are always locally diepoeed. All 
Waters within the bowels of the earth are derived from the surface of the 
earth, and, consequentiy, their abundance must depend on the quantities 
received, and the capacity of the beds to retain them, The green sands 
of Moatmwatre receive the waters, and tranemit them to the lower depthe 
at Grenelie, sod, in like manner, perticular strata, vertically dieposed, 
sometimes retain them from the surface to the lowest portions of these 
beds. Chalk form«tions readily receive and transmit the waters, the more 
consolidated portions forming, for « time, natural tanks, or reservoirs, but
